SAN FRANCISCO.—Final adoption of S.B. 40 (Shelley et 
al) establishing a system of disability insurance under general 
provisions of the Unemployment Insurance Act was the out- 
standing event of the week in Sacramento’s legislative session. 
This has been hailed as the most important piece of social legis- 


lation to be enacted in Califor- 
nia in almost a decade. 

This Federation - sponsored 
bill, ef which Governor Earl 


Warren was an active propon- 
ent, will undoubtedly receive his 
signature before this issue of the 
Journal reaches its readers. In 90 
days after the adjournment of the 
Legislature the bill will become a 
law. Under its provisions benefits 
will become payable not more than 
one year after that date, and may 
be available sooner if the Federal 
Social Security Board can be pre- 
vailed upon to transfer the neces- 
sary funds to put the law into op- 
eration. 

The one per cent employes’ contri- 
butions now collected for unemploy- 
ment insurance will be segregated 
under a special fund and will be 
used partially to compensate elig- 
ible applicants for loss of wages due 
to illness or accidents not covered 
by the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act... Individuals eligible for unem- 
ployment insurance will, generally, 
likewise be qualified for disability 
benefits. The amounts to be re- 
ceived will range from $10 to: $20 
per week, and the maximum period 
of all eligibility will reach to a 
maximum of 23 weeks. Exception 
to this will be the case of a worker 
unemployed part of his benefit 
year because of loss of job and for 
another part due to disability, in 
which event such a worker may re- 
ooive paymants.up. i a maximnm 
of approximately 35 weeks for the 
combined categories of unemploy- 
ment. No benefits will be paid for

The C.M.A. sought to gain 
time to lobby for defeat of the bill 
by inserting innocuous amendments 
which would have necessitated re- 
printing of the measure before fur- 
ther action could be taken.

ICKES QUITS IN. 
STORMING LETTER, 
WARNS OF NEW 
TEAPOT DOME 


WASHINGTON. — Harold Ickes 
resigned as Secretary of the In- 
terior February 13th as the climax 
of his row with President Harry S. 
Truman over the latter’s nomina- 
tion of oilman Edwin W. Pauley as 
Undersecretary of the Navy. 

Although Ickes was unrestrained | 
in his formal letter of resignation, 
his views expressed in a news con- 
ference fairly bristled. Addressing | 
300 reporters, Ickes said: “I don’t | 
care to stay in an administration 
where I am expected to commit per- 
jury for the sake of a party. I 
never belonged to any party in any

| begin all over again.” 


This reterence was to his battle | 
against Pauley’s confirmation by 
the Senate in which Truman sided 
with the oil executive after Ickes 
testified Pauley had tried to scuttle | 
U. 8S. oil policy with a promise of | 
Demoeratic campaign contributions 
from oil corporations. Truman, sid- 
ing with Pauley, hinted Ickes was 
mistaken, 

Explaining that his testimony was 
not volunteered, but came after be- 
ing summoned by a Senate commit- 
tee, Ickes wrote Truman “some of 
your close friends have felt moved | 
to resent keenly the fact that when | 
called as a witness. .. .

Contending that “the way to save 
the capitalistic system is to increase 
to a clear majority the number of 
Americans who can honestly call 
themselves capitalists,’ Represen- 
tative Clare Boothe Luce, of Connec- 
ticut  intro- 
duced a reso- 
lution on Jan- 
uary 14th call- 
ing upon the 
House to com- 
plete the Sen- 
ate study of 
profit - sharing 
systems con- 
ducted during 
the Seventy-Fifth Congress. Mrs. 
Luce argued that ‘a disastrous eco- 
nomic and moral error” is common 
alike to capitalist and collectivist 
states. In both systems human la- 
bor is bought and sold as a com- 
modity, the price depending in 
capitalist states on the law of sup- 
ply and demand in the labor mar- 
ket, in the collectivists states on the 
arbitrary will of bureaucrats, The 
way to correct this error, Miss Luce 
told the House, “is to establish clear- 
ly and finally the principle that the 
workingman is at all times and in all 
circumstances entitled to partici- 
pate at two levels in the wealth of 
the community which his labor cre- 
ates through production.” These 
two levels she described as follows: 

First, at a wage level and a wage 
rate which must be adequate to his 
human needs, and not firmly set 
on the inhuman fluctuations of la- 
bor supply and demand; and second, 
at a profit level and a profit rate 
which should be a fixed percentage 
of the profits of the industry or 
business for which he works. 

The House has a good many 
things on its mind these days, in- 
cluding proposed labor legislation. 
In the rush of business, Mrs. Luce'’s 
constructive resolution should not 
be overlooked.

Action of the board has been un- 
animous in 27 of the favorable rul- 
ings, with dissents recorded by 
either labor or industry in only 
nine instances. 


In approving the 36 applications, 
the Board found 20 of the requested 
increases to be in line with prevail- 
ing rates; approved seven on the 
basis of correcting intra-plant_ in- 
equities. The remaining three re- 
quests were approved on the basis 
| of these and other criteria. 


Pressmen Big Wage Hike | AFL BACKS SAYINGS

Rules Committee, topheavy with 
anti-ldbor Republicans and polltax 
Democrats, voted to send the Lea 
bill (HR 5117) to the floor for an 
early vote February 13th. The mea- 
sure is directed against the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians (AFL) 
and its president, James C. Pe- 
trillo. 


Under the Lea bill's provisions, 
the AFM would be prohibited from 
forcing a broadcasting studio to 
employ any person or persons “in 
excess of the number of employes 
wanted,” to pay or give any money 
or fees “in connection with the con- 
duct of the broadcasting business,” 
or to refrain from broadcasting 
non-commercial or cultural pro- 
grams with unpaid free talent. It 
would also prohibit the union from 
forcing agreements to refrain from 
broadcasting radio programs from 
outside the U. S. 

Wording of the bill has been criti- 
cised in labor circles as prohibiting 
the union from striking to obtain 
its normal demands.

Post In UNO 


LONDON.—The general assembly 
of the United Nations Organization 
voted 32 to 6 to give the AFL and 
International Cooperative Alliance 
the same advisory privileges as the 
new World Federation of Trade 
Unions, to which the AFL does not 
belong. 


The UNO action was taken in the} 


final hours of its closing session 
here and defeated a proposal by the 
Soviet Union that only the WFTU 
be granted advisory privileges in 
the UNO’s economic and _ social 
council. Soviet argument was that 
if the AFL wished a voice in UNO 
proceedings it could join the WFTU. 
Leading the fight for separate UNO 
recognition of the AFL was Senator 
Tom Connally (D, Tex.), a member 
of the U. S. delegation.

Building and Construction Trades 


Trades Employers’ Association.

These barbers estimate that they 
clip from twenty to thirty thousand 
heads per year at Oak Knoll. At 
least forty men are in each visiting 
group that calls monthly. 

Ward nurses collect a list of 
names of their patients desiring 
j haircuts at the first of the month. 
This list is turned over to the of- 
ficer of the day before the barbers’ 
| scheduled arrival. Then the volun- 
| teer barbers are detailed out in spe- 
| cific groups in order to cover every 
ward in the compound.

PRICE FORMULA 
ANNOUNCED 


WASHINGTON After several | 
weeks of negotiations and argu 
ments, President Harry S. Trumar 
hopefully announced a new wage 
price stabilization policy February 
14th under which workers may get 
pay boosts of from to about 20c 
an hour, and industry shall be 
guaranteed pre-war profits if oper- 
ating at full capacity. 

Wage increases are allowable un- 
| der the new policy if they are 
|} agreed upon between the employer 
and the union involved, and do not 
exceed the general level of increases 
granted in the industry since V-J 
day.

Labor has two vital concerns in the reorganization of admin- 
istrative departments for which the President now has respon- 
sibility—the coordination of all labor functions in the Depart- 
ment of Labor, with adequate appropriations to advance the 
welfare of wage-earners, and the responsibility of the Secretary 
of Labor for preservation of labor standards and promotion of 
the welfare of wage-earners at the international level. 

The Department of Labor was the last Department created. 
It made slow but substantial progress until the reorganization 
of the Thirties, when it lost important agencies. It was further 
weakened by the administrative provisions of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act and by provision antedating the creation of the 
Department, which prevented real integration of agencies into 
a unified instrumentality. Additional undermining occurred 
during the war, when various wage agencies were permitted to 


take over labor functions. 


It is now high time that labor functions be returned to the 
Department and that the Department be expanded.to perform 
the service workers have a right to expect from it. The Depart- 
ments of Agriculture and Commerce were organized for the 
purpose of providing the services needed by farmers and busi- 


nessmen, respectively.

and ten cent stores will 
under the terms of the federal law. 
Only the small, independent corner 


grocer and druggist is exempted.

bad faith on the part of at least 
one of the employers’ groups which 
had participated in the compromise 
draft was exhibited in an effort to 
block concurrence. This was de- 
feated 26 to 10 under the able 
leadership of Senator Shelley, and 
the bill was sent to the Governor. 

The Federation office in Sacra- 
mento declares that there is no sub- 
stantial basis for any of the news- 
paper stories or reports that S.B. 40 
contained errors which had to be 
jcorrected before the bill could be- 
come a law. The Federation itself 
has sponsored one “follow-up” bill 
which would make money immedi- 
ately available to put the act into 
operation if the Federal Social Se- 
curity Board transfers the funds 
mentioned above and puts the law 
into effect less than one year after 
its effective date. Another bill 
makes minor technical changes con- 
sidered advisable by attorneys of 
certain interested groups. 

A.B. 109 (Maloney and Gaffney), 
increasing the maximum workmen's 
compensation benefits to $30 per 
week, has passed the Senate and is 
on the way to the Governor’s office 
at the time of this writing. 

A.B. 52 (Maloney and Burke), ap- 
|propriating 7% million dollars for 
emergency housing for veterans, 
has been signed by the Governor, 

S.B. 45 (Tenney) and A.B. 7 
} (Johnson et al) continuing the child 
|;care program until the fall of 1947, 
have both gone to the Governor. 

A.B. 97 (Miller et al), prohibiting 
racial discrimination was with- 
drawn from the Committee on Gov- 
ernmental Efficiency and Economy 
by a vote of 42 to 27 and referred 
to Committee on Ways and Means. 
This committee then refused by a 
10 to 6 vote to send the measure to 
the Assembly floor, thus killing all 
| possibility of further consideration 
|of any bill on racial discrimination 


— 


| during the present session. 
The Full Employment bill, A.B, 55 
| (McMillan et al), died after refusal 
of the Assembly to reconsider its 
previous vote defeating the mea- 
sure, Fifty-one assemblymen voted 
|for reconsideration and only 23 
against, but 54 affirmative votes 
were needed to revive the bill. 
A.J.R. 18 (Maloney et al), mem- 
| orializing Congress to increase the 
Federal Minimum Wage, passed the 
| Assembly unanimously and is now 
before the Senate.
